For illustrations for scientific articles, the Comp- 
ton staff editor for general science obtained the 
help of Dr. E. E. Free, distinguished consulting 
engineer in New York City. In the Free Labora- 
tory and the laboratories of New York University 
apparatus was set up which when photographed 
illustrated the principles of general science as 
taught in secondary schools. Result: Realistic

Selectivity and care in planning illustrations count 
for little unless they are accurately reproduced. 
The clarity of Compton illustrations is due to four 
things: excellence of original photographs—fine 
photo-engravings—quality of paper and ink—im- 
mediate replacement of electrotypes as soon as 
there is the slightest danger of blurred printing

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Museum Material for Children and Young People 


By Jesste Gay VAN Cteve, Chief of the School and Children’s Library Division, 
American Library Association 


HE use of pamphlets, bulletins, and bibliographies, which have been 

prepared by museums of various types, has been a more or less accepted 

practice in the reference and circulation departments of public libraries. 
Although certain of such publications have occasionally found their way to the 
children’s and school departments, the librarian working with children and 
young people is often unaware of the valuable and interesting material on special 
topics available at comparatively small cost from the art, natural history, indus- 
trial, scientific, and historical museums of the country. 

For a number of years the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New York City, 
issued The Children’s Bulletin. Each of these bulletins was in effect a story 
designed to acquaint children with various manifestations of art through the ages. 
Such titles as Twelfth night at the court of Queen Elizabeth, Rama and the 
monkeys of Rishyamuka, and The mastersingers of Nuremberg are indicative of 
the wide range of subjects. The Children’s Bulletin has been discontinued, but 
many of the numbers are still available at twenty-five cents each. A descriptive 
list of these may be had from the Museum. 

Another series of Metropolitan Museum publications, called “Picture books,” 
will be especially useful with boys and girls of junior and senior high school age. 
These booklets, approximately 714x5'4 inches, are made up of fine plates pertain- 
ing to a definite subject, preceded by a brief introduction. For example, The 
private life of the ancient Egyptians includes twenty plates and four pages of 
interesting text; the others are similar. Twenty-five cents each. 

A third publication of this Museum, “The school notebook sheets,” (five cents 
each) will be of particular interest to upper elementary and junior high school 
librarians. They consist of one sheet of illustrations, with another of text in 


caption form, and are intended to be cut and pasted into notebooks. The first 
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two subjects, both taken from the Egyptian collection, are Building and carpentry, 
and Boats. 

The story of coal is a publication of the Museum of Science and Industry, 
Chicago; price, ten cents. Its accurate information is presented in a simple non- 
technical manner and photographic illustrations lend interest to the text. The 
library of this Museum has prepared several bibliographies on such subjects as 
the machine age, ships and shipbuilding of other days, the history of railroads. 
While these bibliographies have been compiled for adults, they have proved useful 
with high school students. They are mimeographed and distributed free. 

The Guide to the Shedd aquarium, which sells for fifty cents, lists approxi- 
mately eight hundred species of fish of both salt and fresh-water varieties, and 
devotes additional pages to fish suitable for the small aquarium. Brief descriptions 
follow each entry and many illustrations, some in color, add interest to the book. 
Address, John G. Shedd Aquarium, Chicago. 

Many of the “Illustrated leaflets,” published by the Field Museum of Natural 
History, Chicago, will be of interest to older boys and girls. The list of titles, 
obtainable from the Museum, is arranged under the broad headings of anthro- 
pology, botany, geology, zoology, and design series, and the prices range from ten 
cents to one dollar and twenty-five cents. 

The attractive, well-illustrated pamphlet describing the Adler Planetarium and 
Astronomical Museum will appeal to many boys and girls of twelve and over 
who share with their elders an interest in astronomy. The first part of this 
pamphlet is devoted to a description of the building and of the optical plane- 
tarium—its complicated construction and operation. In the remaining pages the 
historic globes, astrolabes, hourglasses, calendars, compasses, and telescopes, which 
form a permanent exhibit, are described. Price twenty cents from the Adler 
Planetarium, Chicago. ; 

These specific items are an indication of the wide range of subject matter to be 
found in museum pamphlets. It is suggested that the publications of other 
museums, as well as of those mentioned here, be sought, for they offer valuable 
material which is often prepared by specialists. Such material brings to boys and 
girls in distant places some hint of the richness of museum galleries and exhibits. 


It may awaken in them the desire to see and enjoy such collections and may per- 


haps foster an intelligent and continuing interest not only in museums but in the 
subjects they present.

Inexpensive juveniles have increased in number and improved in quality during depression 
years. New publishers are entering the field. 

Many ten- and fifteen-cent books, if carefully selected, are valuable assets to libraries, 
especially where many books for little children are needed. Such selected titles offer a wide 
range in subject and are for the most part attractive in appearance. Well-known authors 
and illustrators are represented in this class of book. Some of the books are written by 
authorities in their field; others have been checked for accuracy by experts. The age appeal 
ranges from the pre-school through the middle grades. The guide-book type—bird, flower, 
insect, and dog books—may be used by older children and adults. Books suitable for reading 
aloud, for the child learning to read, and for supplementary textbook material are also 
represented. 

The disadvantages of this type of book are chiefly two: desirable titles are difficult to 
procure, and bindings often need reinforcing. Several binderies, such as the National Library 
Bindery and the New Method, will reinforce ten- and fifteen-cent books, and rates are made 
for quantity buying. With resewing, the books should last through a year of ordinary wear. 
The cost per book is from thirty to fifty cents depending upon the number ordered. Stern 
supplies “Picture scripts” in paper and in hard bindings with pages sewed, for twenty cents 
a copy. 

Large chain stores in cities, and many department stores, offer the widest choice of titles. 
In small towns arrangements can often be made with local stores to stock a list of desired 
titles, especially if ordered in quantity or if the managers think that the list will create a 
demand. Sometimes bookstores will handle these books. Whitman, Saalfield, and Harter 
will not supply direct. Stern will accept orders direct from libraries, and when quantities of 
twenty-five or more per title are ordered, they offer a discount of twenty per cent. Rand 
will also sell direct if each title is ordered in multiples of twelve, since their books are 
wrapped in packages of one dozen. Wholesale book dealers should not be asked to handle 
orders for these books unless ordered in quantities. Since some publishers will not sell direct, 
cooperation with managers of stores is suggested. 

In evaluating the many books sent to us, some influencing factors, other than obvious ones, 
are: poor adaptations of folk tales or abridgments of well-known stories; a format that will 
appeal to three- or four-year-olds with a text suitable for seven and older; pictures so old- 
fashioned and out of date as to be uninteresting, if not inaccurate, and illustrations so exag- 
gerated—too obviously fanciful or decorative—as to lose all appeal. 

The following list is a revision which supersedes “Seventy Good Ten-Cent Books,” pub- 
lished in the Booxitst for September, 1933. Many ten-cent books are now fifteen. There 
are probably many other deserving titles which have not been included, although every effort 
has been made to locate them. It is worth while to watch the book stock of chain stores for 
desirable new titles. Unless otherwise noted all books in the first group below are of the 
picture book type, and have colored illustrations, usually full page.
